We  gave  a short  description  of  Pro- 
gressive in  our  1916  Catalogue,  but  after 
fruiting  it  another  season,  have  come  to 
the  conclusion  that  we  did  not  do  it 
justice.

Then 
you  will  have  a fine  bed  of  plants  in  good 
healthy  condition  that  are  ready  to  get 
down  to  business  and  keep  you  picking 
berries  continually  for  three  months.  You 
will  pick  a good  many  crates  of  berries 
from  one  acre  of  ground  that  should  sell 
from  25  to  50  cents  per  quart  in  a good 
market,  providing  you  grow  them  right; 
that  means,  taking  off  the  blossoms  at 
the  right  time,  hoe  and  cultivate  at  the 
right  time  and  have  them  on  good  rich 
land;  which  any  berry  should  have.  It 
is  October  20th,  1916,  and  we  are  writ- 


ing up  our  1917  Catalogue  ,and  at  the 
same  time  we  are  picking  and  market- 
ing Fall  bearing  strawberries.  So  you 
see  we  do  not  have  to  wait  until  next 
summer,  but  can  gather  our  second  crop 
from  these  same  plants  next  June.
